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County Commission Finds No Funds Available 


To Build New Jail In Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission met 
on Monday, June 9, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and heard County Attorney 
Warren Rowe report funds may be 
available to help finance the building of 
a new jail in Enterprise. 

Rowe, along with Commissioners 
Bennie Beckham and Don Smith, 
traveled to Washington, D.C. last 
week in an attempt to acquire federal 
funds to build the jail, and met with 
Sen. Howell Heflin, Sen. Donald 
Stewart and Rep. Bill Dickinson. 

‘We met with both the senators and 
Rep. Dickinson,’’ stated Rowe, ‘‘and 
they were all most helpful. They 
assigned us aides to help find possible 
funds, and while no construction funds 
are now available, there may be some 
released in late summer or early fall. 
We need to have some blueprints ready 
on the jail so we can be first in line when 
the estimated $2 billion is released,’’ : : 

“T believe the National Institute of 
Corrections has funds to help with 
preliminary work,"’ added Rowe, ‘‘anc 
we will try to acquire funds to help with 
the architectural expenses. We need to 
get going, because we need to have the 
application and plans ready in 60-90 
days."’ 

In closing, Rowe stated, ‘‘We are 
trying to get funds and feel if we can get 
funds we will do a service to the people 
of Coffee County. This way we can 
avoid adding a ta,,"’ 

Monday’s meeting actually began at, 
10:00 a.m., with the first order of 
business the opening of bids. Bidding 
on crushed stone were - Southern Stone 
Co., of Birmingham; Vulcan Materials, 
of Montgomery; Southeast Materials, of 
Birmingham, and Lane Trucking, of 
Dothan. The commission accepted the 
low bid from Southern Stone. 

The commission sent out invitations 
to bid on repairs to the courthouses, and 
fertilizing and block sodding on 
Highway 14, but received no bids, and 
agreed to get proposals.

He says the feds will not approve the money for 
work at the dam because the feasibility study ain't completed, 
rhis really is a nice way for them to say we have been turned 
down on Elba’s application. A side note on this grant 
application is to verify some figures in last week's paper. We 
have had several folks ask us about the difference in the 
published amount of the grant and the total cost of the 
project. Reportedly there is a $15,000 or so additional 
Proposed state grant but most of the $400,000 balance would 
come from the City of Elba in purchases of materials or 
“‘in-kind’’ services, such as using a vehicle and charging so 
much an hour for its use. At this point it seems that, unless 
the tables are turned or the sky falls, we had better not start 
hiring folks to work with the project.

Once a year, you may 
approach a business house, 
and find a sign hanging on 
the door, which says, **Clos- 
ed for Inventory."’  Inven- 
tory, of all stock will tell that 
businessman what his profits 
or losses were for the year, 
and at the same time give 
him a picture of what he has 
on hand for the new year. 
During his inventory, he may 
find certain items that had 
not been sold, therefore, he 
knows that this item: will 
create problems rather than 
bring a good profit at the 
same time.

Stop Food Stamp Abuse 


A new eligibility require- 
ment that should help to curb 
abuse in the food stamp 
program became effective 
this month, Ron Smith, 
Director of the Coffee County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, said recently. 

Beginning this month, all 
adults who qualify for food 
Stamps are required to 
supply social security 
numbers to the county food 
stamp office. The change has 
been made in compliance 
with a new regulation issued 
by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, which carries 
responsibility for the foed 
Stamp program in all 50 
States. 

Since social security 
numbers can be used to 
verify wages, the new rule 


should help the Department 
of Pensions and Security in 
determining whether  re- 
cipiénts have supplied cor- 
rect information about their 
jobs and their earnings. 
Specifically, those  re- 
quired to supply social

Farm Facility Loan 


Maximum Increased 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland announced 
that the amount a farmer 
may borrow under the farm 
storage facility loan program 
has been increased from 
$50,000 to $100,000. The 
loan increase is being 
authorixed to relfest higher 
costs of construction and 
materials, Bergland said. 

Under this program, 
loans are offered by the U. S, 
Department of Agriculture's 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service to 
help farmers buy, build or 
remodel on-farm — storage 
facilities and to obtain 
needed drying and handling 
equipment, 

The maximum loan is 85 
percent of the cost of the 
structures and equipment. 
Under the new maximum, 
the . aggregate outstandin 
loan balance maximum 1 
also increased to $100,000, 
Bergland said. A minimum 
down payment of 15 percent 
of the cost must be paid in 
cash by the farmer before the 
loan is disbursed, 

Loan repayment terms 


allow for a maximum of 
seven equal annual enstall- 
ments over a period of eight 
years. Prepayment may be 
made at any time without 
penalty. 

Farmers must apply for 
penalty. Farmers must apply 
for loans at their county 
ASCS office within 30 days of 
the time the items to be 
financed are delivered to the 
farm. The higher loan 
amounts are available on 
applications filed beginning 
today. 


No change is being made 
in the current method of 
determining storage needs or 
in the loan levels requiring 
Agricultural Stabilization 
state committee approval or 
real estate liens. 

Farmers have built ap- 
proximately 4.2 _ billion 
bushels of storage under the 
farm storage facility loan 
program since the program 
began in 1949. About 43 
percent of this construction 
has occured since April 1977 
when Bergland authorized 
major program changes.

This appoint- 
ment was made by Mr. Gary 
Cooper, Commissioner, State 
Department of Pensions and 
Security and Mr. John W. 
Hunt, Director, Bureau of 
Food Assistance. 

Mrs. Stephens has also 
participated in a_ special 
assignment at the request of 
the State Bureau of Food 
Assistance in Montgomery. 
She was one of seven Food 
Stamp Supervisors selected 
to participate in this assign- 
ment which was the writing 
of the new Food Stamp 
Handbook which is now 
being used statewide in the 
administration of the Food 
Stamp Program. 

The Food Stamp Program 
has been in existence in 


Coffee County since 1974 and 
currently serves approxi- 
mately 1500 households with 
a total monthly issuance of 
about $114,000. These 1500 
households represent ap- 
proximately 4000 people in 
Coffee County which is a 
large element of the county's 
population. This program 
affects every phase of the 
county's economy. Eligible 
households who formerly had 
to spend most of their 
monthly income for food can 
now divert some of that 
income to other phases of 
need such as clothing, furni- 
ture, and other necessities. 
The Food Stamp Program 
from a national standpoint 
recently faced the possibility 
of a reduction or cancellation 
of food stamp benefits, but 
the U.S. Congress appropri- 
ated funds late in May to 
continue the program at the 
present level of benefits.
